When we have our opinions, but are 
not wedded to them ; when we have our paſſions, but have them 
ſubje& to reaſon and Religion ; when we enjoy the Creature , 
but do not make an Idol of it ; when we are ſorrowful, but not 
as men without hope ; when we are angry, and fm not ; when 
we reſent an injury , but not to revenge it ; then we may be {aid

of all things intelligible ; as the School-men ſpeak. Adams no 
ſooner ſaw a thing, but @w into the very eſſence of it : but our 
underſtandings are ſo dark, that they can-neither ſee themſelves 
nor any thing elſe as they ſhould do.

> Efſencialls be pernicious, yet in things_ dubtous and not (a 
clearly revealed, 1t is not only tollerable but commendable. 
Whether the Pope be 5 *Arz2gic)&, the Antichrift or no, is very 
diiputable ; it 18 a queſtion which hath exerciſed the greateſt wits 
'of the World for many - years together ; now how ridiculous a 
thing would it þe for- 2 mat) to- write: politively that the Pope 
were Antichriſt , and then it may be a year or two after upon 
maturerdeliberation, and clearer conviction , to write that he 
were not. We are not infallible , we may be deceived in our 
gpinions , therefore we ſhould nat proſecute them with ſo much
